Diabetes mellitus is a primary 
disorder of carbohydrate metab- 
olism, the result of a deficient 
supply of a ho-r-ne produced by 
the poiciens wh'-h is called in- 
sulin. ‘he result of this deficiency 
is a diminished ability to utilize 
glucose, a decrease of glycogen in 
the liver, and excessive accumula- 
tion of glucose in the blood with 
glucose or sugar showing in the 
urine. 

Severe untreated cases result in 
acidosis and death. It is not a 
kidney disease as many think, but 
@ disease of the pancreas which 
brings about an insufficient supply 
of insulin to utilize enough sugars 
and starches, and transform them 
into glycogen to be stored up in 
the liver till needed by the system. 

It is really too common, occur- 
Ting in about 2 per cent of our 


care and treatment permits the 
patient to live a long and fairly 
comfortable life. but complete re- 
covery is uncommon. 

Hereditv, overeating. stress and 
strain of modern life are the 
primary causes. The prominent 
early symptoms are extreme thirst. 
increased appetite. dry mouth. 
boils and carbuncles. loss of flesh 
and strength. There is a great in- 
crease in the activity of the kid- 
neys. Severe itching and the feel- 
ing of something crawling urder 
the outer skin are common and 
very annoying symptoms. 

Gangrene of the fingers and toes 
is a late demonstration. Acidccis. 
particularly if it develops rapidly 
is the cause of the errotest mor- 
tality and this is where insulin 
Produces its grestest ond. 

Acidosis resvlts from many 
causes. but is often the result of a 
starvation diet or too few carbo- 
hydrates on the list. The indica- 
tions that acidosis is developing 
are drowsiness, mental dulness, 
followed by stupor and coma. Even 
at this critical time, the injection 
of a large dose of insulin may re- 
sult in quick recovery.

and medication by the amount of 
sugar in the urine and blood. Chil- 
dren almost always require rather 
large doses of insulin.
